In this way the 
transition from the old to the new price for the consumer will be ac- 
complished in a short time as presuit stocks of sugar are not heavy. 
If averaging were permitted there coujd be no stabilization of prices for 
several months. The above is not an a b r o 1 it ion of the general averaging 
rule but applies only to sugar on this advance.
